The  Ct'iitial  Conl'iTenco  of  Aini'riejvii  l{;ilil)is  wliicli  convcnos 
in  the  city  <>t"  Moiiticil,  (janidii,  on  'I'ucsilay  evi-ninj^',  July  (Jtli, 
1S!)7,  Jit  c'io'lit  o'clock,  under  tlu^  piosidcncy  of  tlui  vcnoralijo 
Ual)l)i  ])i-.  I.  M.  Wise,  was  founded  in  J)etr()it,  Mich.,  July 
J)th,  l«8<). 

A  piinted  propo'^ition,  lookin<^  to  ofj^'anization  of  a  Central 
Conference,  ha<H)ee".i  previously  circuhited.  ])r.  Philijison,  of 
CincinnRo.,  caking  the  tloor,  submitted  the  proposition  tor  con- 
sideration. Dr.  Berkowitz,  of  Kansas  City,  was  elected  secretary. 
An  interesting  discu.ssiou  was  participated  in  as  a  result  of  which 
the  motion  prevailed  that  "  We,  the  rabbis  here  assembled  do 
organize  ourselves  into  a  '  Central  Conference  of  American 
Raljbis '  and  appoint  a  committee  of  live  to  report  a  plan  of 
organization." 

On  Jul}'  10th  the  Conference  reconvened  at  the  call  of  the 
Chair  in  the  parlors  of  the  Russell  House  to  consider  the  report 
of  the  committee,  which  was  earnestly  debated,  and,  after  due 
amendment  and  revision,  was  unanimously  adopted  as  follows :

July  10th,  18  80. 

Gentlemen  : — The  undersigned  connnittee  appointed  by  you 
at  a  preliminary  meeting,  held  yesterday,  beg  leave  to  report  as 
follows : 

Whereas,  At  the  meetings  of  the  Council  of  the  U  .A.  H  C. 
and  other  occasions,  at  which  a  number  of  Rabbis  have  in  the 
past  como  together,  they,  in  obedience  to  a  natural  and  sponta- 
neous prompting,  have  endeavoured  to  organize  themselves 
for  mutual  co-operation,  encouragement  and  support ;  and 

WiiEUE.\s,  All  such  organizations,  though  they  may  have  fail- 
ed to  perpetuate  their  existence,  have  nevertheless  been  of 
inestimable  benefit  to  those  participating  in  their  proceedings, 
and  by  their  deliberations  and  resolutiotis  have  established  cer- 
tain forms,  guiding  principles  and  precedents  which  have  become

recognized  as  an  authorative  expression  of  the  best  intelligence 
and  purpose  of  their  respective  times  ;  therefore  do  we,  Rabbis 
of  America,  gathered  in  the  city  of  ])etroit,  in  obedience  to  the 
same  natural  pionipting,  and  urged  by  the  same  needs  and 
longings,  lieri^with  organize  ourselves  for  like  purposes  into  a 
Central  Conference  of  American  Rabbis  and  elect  five  officers,  a 
President,  Vice-President,  Corresponding  Secretary,  Recording 
Secretai-y  and  Ti-easui-er. 

Tlie  annual  dues  were  placed  at  So.OO,  one  halt' of  which  to  be 
set  aside  for  the  purpose  of  preventing  any  unfortunate  col  league 
or  his  family  from  becoming  humiliated    as  objects  of  charity. 
The  first  president  was  Dr  1.  M.  Wise,  who  is  still  in  oflice.

At  the  New  York  Conference;  held  from  July  Gth  to  10th, 
1892,  the  first  official  action  was  taktn  in  the  matter  of  holding 
a  Parliament  of  Reliijions  at  the'  World's  Fair.  The  vaiious 
subjects  discussbd  at  the;  New  York  Conference  were  Theology, 
Ethics,  History,  State  and  Society,  Organized  Forces  and  gen- 
eral matters.  The  Conference  is  thoroughly  representative  and 
includes  delegates  from  the  principal  cities  of  the  United 
States.  Cana  la  and  the  West  Indies. 

At  the  Atlantic  City  Conference,  the  Ritual  Committee,  (on 
Union  Prayer  Book)  presented  its  report.  Its  unanimous 
adoption  has  almost  been  the  means  of  doing  away  with  the 
necessity  as  was  formerly  the  case,  when  we  went  from  one  city  to 
another  to  leave  our  praver  book  at  home,  because  every 
temple  had  a  different  ritual.  We  are  now  united,  having 
put  aside  all  differences.  We,  of  the  Central  Conference  of 
American  Rabbi.s,  stand  .shoulder  to  shoulder.  We  look  to  our 
)(!spective  congregations  for  support.  The  grand  and  imposing 
scene  after  tlie  report  of  the  Ritual  Committee  had  been 
una/iimously  adopted  can  never  be  forgotten.  The  Prayer  Book 
is  not  a  new  one  as  some  seem  to  think.  It  is,  as  it  is  called,  a 
Union  Prayer  Book.  The  best  elements  from  every  existing 
ritual  have  been  adopted,  including  the  old  and  familiar  plaintive 
prayers.  It  is  the  work  of  the  whole  conference.  Hymns  and 
anthems  have  been  embodied  in  their  proper  places,  so  that  now 
thei-e  will  be  no  necessity  to  turn  to  another  part  of  the  book, 
or  to  another  volunje.  Suitable  music  has  been  prepared  for 
the  .same.  The  traditional  spirit  of  our  entire  liturgy  has  been 
preserved.  In  our  Day  of  Atonement  service  we  have  prayers 
for  ourselves  as  a  congregatian,  for  all  Israel  and  for  all  man- 
kind without  distinction  of  nationality  or  creed.

THE   GREAT   SYNHEDRION. 

The  Jew  baiters  of  Franco  during  the  reign  of  Emperor 
Napoleon  did  all  in  their  power  to  impress  upon  liis  mind  that 
Jews  were  extortioners  and  usurers ;  that  they  were  not 
patriotic  citizens  ;  in  fact  that  they  formed  a  distinct  and  ex- 
clusive class  entirely  iniiuical  to  the  best  interests  of  France. 
The  Emperor  proposed  calling  together  the  great  Synhedrion,  in 
Paris,  to  be  modelled  after  the  Jewish  body  that  ruled  Israel  as 
a  nation.  It  was  composed  of  distinguished  rabbis  and  laymen, 
the  bi'ightest  Jewish  minds  then  extant.  The  20th  of  Octol  er, 
1809,  had  been  fixed  as  the  date  for  the  opening  of  a  great  Syn- 
hedrion inthe  capitalof  (me  of  the  most  powerfulChristiannations. 

Prominent  among  this  ijatherinu'  were  the  jjreat  Rabbi  Sinz- 
heim,  who  officiated  as  Nasi,  such  men  as  Segre  and  Abraham 
de  Cologna,  Furtado,  Hildesheimer,  and  a  host  of  other  leaders. 
The  Synhedrion  enabled  the  Jewish  leaders  to  refute  the 
calumnies  that  had  been  hurled  against  their  brethren  and  threw 
light  upon  Jewish  matters  which  the  non-Jewish  world  knew  little 
or  nothing  about.  When  the  (juestion  was  asked  the  Syn- 
hedrion whether  a  Jew  could  be  a  patriotic  citizen  of  the  land 
with  whicli  he  affiliated,  it  was  answered  in  the  affirmative,  with 
an  enthusiastic  shout  that  carried  conviction  to  every  heart. 
Then  it  was  decided  that  the  Jew  was  a  citizen  of  the  country 
in  which   he  lived  ;   that  his  religion  liad  no  control  whatever

over  his  civic  duties;  that  it  was  cornniendable  for  Israelites  to 
eniram'  in  otrricnlture  lifiiidicrat't^,  and  the  arts,  an'l  to  forsake 
tradiiijjj;  and  filially  that  it  was  foidtidden  to  Israelites  to  exact 
usury  either  fj'oiii  Jew  or  Christian.  In  fact  this  Svnhedrion 
announced  to  the  world  that  the  Jew  had  a  faith,  and  that  his 
country  was  of  his  own  ehoo>jinif. 

And  so  does  the  Jew  of  to  day  endeavor  to  disseminate  ainoncr 
his  fellow  citizens  the  lesson  taiiiflit  by  this  j^reat  <;atherinir.  It 
was  an  (svent  of  much  moment  when  tliese  ni'eat  Jewish  minds 
i;athere«l  to(T<^tlier  to  save  their  people  from  the  sneers  and  op- 
probrium which  their  enemies  wen;  n^ady  to  throw  at  them 
at  a  moinent's  notice.  And  these  men  were  e(|ual  to  the 
emeroency.  With  a  judicious  calmness  worthy  of  emulation, 
with  an  exhibition  of  broad-mindedness  and  intellitrence  which 
produced  its  effect  upon  the  CJentile  world,  they  proved  con- 
clusively liuw  their  people  had  been  malii>;ned  ;  that  they  were 
as  jiatnotic,  as  interested  in  the  welfare  of  their  country  as  any 
Christian  ;  that  all  men  should  act  as  brothers  in  a  common 
cause:  and  that  their  j-eligion,  thoui^h  .sacred  to  them,  had  no 
control  over  them  when  it  came  to  affairs  of  State. 

And  thus  did  the  wise  men,  part  and  parcel  of  this  great 
gathering,  benetit  the  Jew  for  all  time.     The  lesson  taught  by

MODERN   REFORM  JITJ)A1SM. 

ITS    nEOINMNCi. 

Tlie  roforiiis  in  .luilaisin  wcrf  start<'(l  l»y  tiie  ct'lcbratod  ^j'cnins, 
Mr.  Is»'ael  Jacobson,  undci"  the  protection  of  the  French  r^^inn  in 
the  kin«i;(loni  of  Westphalia  and  the  special  favoi-  of  the  Duke  of 
Brunswick.  Mr.  .lacobson  established  and  supported  a  free 
school  at  the  town  of  Seesen,  in  which  Jewish  and  Christian 
children  were  educated  at  his  expense.  Shortly  after  that 
( 1 807)  Jacobson 's  brother  in-law,  Isaac  Herz  Samson,  established 
a  similar  free  school  at  \V^)lfenbuttel,  and  Mr.  Jacobson  estab- 
lished another  school  (1 800)  at  Cassel — then  the  capital  of  the 
kins^dom  of  Westphalia — in  coiniection  with  a  teachers'  seminary. 
Adjoinin<(  tlu;  school  house  at  Seu'sen  Mr.  .Jacobson  eivoted  a 
Synaj;'o<jiue  in  which  he  hiinself  preached  the  dedication  sermon. 
This  was  the  first  synag()i;ue  ni  which  a  choir,  instrun)ental 
music  and  tiie  (JeiMiian  sermon  were  introduced.  After  the 
downfall  of  the  Westphalian  kinifdom  (181.')),  Mr.  Jacobson 
moved  to  Berlin,  anil  there  he  again  opened  a  congregation  and

instituted  divine  service  like  that  in  Seesen.  One  of  the 
preachers  of  Jac()l)sbn's  temple,  Edward  Kleu,  was  called  to 
Hainbur<^  as  master  of  tlu^  Jews'  free  school,  and  he  continued 
the  propa<randa  for  reform  in  that  city.  He  united  fifty  families 
and  they  established  in  IHl.S  the  "  Keform-Tempel-Verein,"  which 
i(rew  into  the  permanent  Hamburg'er  Temple,  which  became  the 
pattern  for  all  the  temples  in  Europe  and  America.  The  syna- 
gogical  reforms  in  Judaism  are  the  product  of  this  century,  Mr. 
Jacobson  was  the  prime  mover  nnd  Hamburg  gave  it  perman- 
ency. Vieinia,  Fiankfoit,  Paris  and  London  soon  folhnved. 
The  refornj  started  in  Berlin  in  1844  ahuost  sinniltaneously  with 
the  Emanu-el  Congregation  in  New  York,  which  was  preceded 
III  the  United  States  by  C'harleston  and  Baltimoie.  All  our 
reform  are  the  oH'spring  of  this  century,  with  their  main  starting 
points  in  Moses  Mendelssohn  on  the  one  side,  and  the  French 
revohition  on  the  other.

THE  FIRST  .JEWISH  SYNOD  IN  BADEN. 

Te  first  Jewish  Synod,  which  met  at  the  instance  of  the 
(lovernment  of  Baden,  was  chosen  from  the  different  synagogues 
in  Batlen,  and  sat  in  (^irlsruhe  from  Marcli  18th  to  Alarch  2()th 
1S95,  to  debate  on  the  welfare  of  the  Jews  in  that  Duchy. 

The  meeting  was  opene(l  by  a  speech  by  (Jeheimer  Regierungs- 
rath  Beclierer  for  the  Governnjent.  An  Address,  wliich  was  to 
be  presented  to  the  Grand  Duke,  was  unanimously  agreed  to. 

Landgerichtsrath  Dr.  Stern  was  President  of  the  Synod.  The 
Grand  Duke  received  the  deputation  very  graciously,  and  in- 
quired into  the  subjects  to  be  debated  on,  and  wished  them 
every  prosperity,  and  that  much  good  would  accrue  to  the  Jews 
of  Baden  from  the  fir.st  Jewish  Synod.  At  the  close  of  the 
Synod  a  apeech  was  again  delivered  for  the  Go\  eminent  of 
Baden,  by  Geheimrath  Becherer,  and  Rabbiner  Dr.  Sondheimer 
recited  a  prayer.  In  the  cnening,  the  members  of  the  Synod 
met  together  at  a  banc|uct,  interspersed  by  elo(|uent  speeches, 
Rt'gicrmtgsrath  Mayer's  being  especially  felicitious.

In  England  in  the  pre-expulsion  times,  tliere  was  a  "Presbyter 
Omnium  Judaeorum".  To  daj'  owing  to  a  clause  in  the  Act  of 
Parliament  by  which  the  "United  Synagogue"  was  constituted, 
the  Chief  Rabbi  has  authority  over  the  ritual  of  the  Constituent 
Synagogues  of  that  body,  which  now  number  14  places  of  worhip. 
His  authority  is  made  use  of  by  other  synagogues,  except  by 
those  of  the  Sephardim  (who  have  their  own  Cliief  or  Chncham 
in  England),  in  which  the  ritual  of  the  Spanish  Jews  is  used, 
and  the  Reformed  Synagogues  throughout  the  British  Empire. 

The  British  Empire  has  Reform  Synagogues  in  London, 
Manchester  and  Bradford,  England;  and  Montreal,  Canada.  In 
Toronto,  Cana<la,  an  organ  and  a  choir  composed  of  ladies  and 
gentlemen   has  been   introduced.       Hamilton,  Canada,  '/^ictoria 
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B.  C  and  Vancouver  B.C.  when  in  cliirf^e  of  a  permanent  Rabbi 
also  had  an  ortijan  and  mixed  ciioir. 

])r.  Hermann  Adler  is  the  .son  of  the  late  Chief  Rabbi  Dr. 
Nathan  Marcus  Adler  h'^^,  whom  he  accompanied  to  London  in 
1845,  when  the  latter  resigned  the  post  of  Chief  Rabbi  of  Hanover 
and  its  provinces,  having  previously  been  elected  to  a  simihir 
position  in  London.  It  is  to  him  that  the  son  owes  his  success 
as  a  minister  of  relii^ion,  havinij  been  closely  (guarded  by  liis 
father.  The  ])re.sent  Chief  Rabbi  was  born  in  Hanover  in  \HW. 
We  have  already  referred  to  the  circumstances  which  broui^ht 
him  to  England.  He  studied  at  University  College,  London, 
matriculating  and  passing  the  examination  the  first  time  he  .sat 
for  the  B.  A.  degree,  with  honoui's  in  classics  and  modern 
languages,  in  1859.  He  .sub.se(|ueutly  went  to  the  universities 
of  Prague  and  Leipzig.  His  theological  tutor,s  were  his  father, 
the  late  venei'able  Chief  Rabbi,  and  the  learned  (]Ihief  Rabbi 
Rappoport,  of  Prague,  one  of  his  fellow  students  having  been 
Dr.  Scldesinger,  now  Rabbi  at  Albany,  N.  Y.  and  a  member  of 
thisconference  He  passedon  to  the  degreeof  Doctorof  Philosophy 
in  1861,  for  which  title  he  underwent  a  most  ditHcult  exumina- 
tion.  In  1864  Dr.  Adler  was  nnanimously  elected  chief  minister 
of  the  Bayswater  Synagogue,  London.  In  1879  he  was  cho.sen 
to  be  the  Chief  Rabbi's  delegate.  In  addition  to  his  pastoial 
duties,  there  is  hardl}'  a  public  meeting  in  the  metropolis  in 
which  the  Rabbi  does  not  take  part.  In  1882  he  attended  with 
the  late  Sir  Julian  (Joldsmid,  Bart.,  M.  P..  as  repirsentative  of 
the  Jews  of  (ireat  Britain  a  conference  of  delegates  of  the 
principal  European  congregations  to  deiibeivite  U[)on  matti-rs 
arising  out  of  the  persecution  of  the  Jews  in  Ru.ssia.  He  has 
been  on  a  pilgrimage  to  Palestine.  At  Jerusalem  he  wnsmet  by  the 
Governor-CJeneral  and  a  <juard  of  honor.  Befoi-e  leavin<j  he 
distributed  upwanl.s  of  £200  amongst  the  poor  of  the  Holy  City. 
On  June  the  4th  1891  he  was  elected  Chief  Rabbi  As  a 
preacher.  Dr.  Adler  has  made  his  great  reputation.  Whenever 
or  wherever  he  speaks  he  attracts  large  and  influential  congre- 
gations; and  when  the  doctor  appi-als  in  behalf  of  any 
charitaljle  institution,  he  has  a  sort  of  talismanic  influence. 
He  is  quite  as  much  at  home  as  a  public  lecturer  as  in  the  pulpit. 
Gifted  with  great  ])owers  of  ehxiuencc;  and  a  masterly  mind,  he 
brings  to  bear  his  powerful  mental  grasp  and  scholarly  acumen 
on  all  or  anj-  subject,  and  his  language  and  manner  alike  hold 
his  audience  spell-bound.  He  is  no  bigot.  He  iccently  modiHi-d 
the  Prayer  for  the  Royal  Family,  wliich  was  tirst  suggested  in 
the  "Jewish  Chronicle"  by  a  nieiid)er  of  the  London  Reform 
Synagogue  At  his  installation  the  choral  i)art  of  the  service 
was  accompanied  by  an  orchestra  and  organ.  The  latter  is 
invariably  use<l  at  the  laying  of  foundation  stones,  and  dedications 
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of  .synairo<,aios,  aiul  at  choral  iiiniTia<j^c  services.  At  two 
Synajrogues  under  his  supervision  the  choir  is  composed  of 
hidies  and  gentlenjen.  At  the  i-ectnit  Diamond  Juhiiee  Servict> 
at  the  Great  (('atlie(h-al)  Synagoj^-ue  in  London  (En<?.)  the  psahns 
were  sung  with  full  orchestral  accompaniment.  On  the  27th  of 
May  5640—1880  the  late  Chief  Rabbi  Adler  of  London,  Eng. 
sanctioned  certain  ii.odiHcations  in  the  Ritual. 

Dr  Adler  was  once  asked  "  How  far  Jews  join  in  the  rising 
movement  for  reliifious  unitv?"  He  answered,  "I  am  at  all  times 
ready,  and  regard  it  as  a  great  privilege,  to  co-operate  with  my 
fellow  countrymen  in  every  social  and  philanthropic  work. 
Such  opportunities  are  to  me  a  great  happiness.  1  oft.'n  sit  on 
the  same  platform  at  the  Man.sion  House  with  repre.sentfitives 
of  the  Protestant  and  Roman  Catholic  .sections  of  Christianity. 
I  do  so  in  all  matters  ccmnected  with  the  hospital  movement, 
prevention  of  cruelty  to  children,  to  animals,  and  many  philan 
thropic  organizations.  We  seize  all  such  opportunities  of  work- 
ing with  Christian  ecclesiastics.  I  enjoy  the  honor  of  personal 
aquaintance  with  the  Archbishop  of  Canterbury,  and  I  am 
intimate  with  many  clergymen  of  the  Church  of  England 
ind  with  several  of  the  Di.ssenting  leaders.  I  had  the  friendliest 
relations  with  the  late  Cardinal  Manning,  and  they  are  continued 
with  his  successor,  Cardinal  Vaughan.  But  of  course,  as 
regards  theological  differences,  I  musi  ^ay  at  the  present  time  I 
do  not  see  any  prospect  of  our  agreeniLut."  It  will  thus  be  seen 
that  he  is  honoured  and  esteemed  everywhere.  His  contributions 
to  literature  are  numerous  and  scholarly,  among  which  will  be 
found  "Sermons  on  the  Passages  in  the  Bible,  a<lduced  by 
Christian  Theologians  in  support  of  their  Faith,"  18G9;  "The 
Jews  in  England,"  Ibn  Gabriol,  the  Poet  Philosopher;"  a  sermon, 
"Js  Judaism  a  Missionary  Faith,"  in  reply  to  Professor  Max 
Miiller,  besides  many  lectures  and  articles  which  have  appeared 
in  various  periodicals,  especially  in  the  "Nineteenth  Century — " 
"Can  Jews  be  Patriots?"  "Jews  and  Judaism,"  a  rejoinder  to 
Prof.  Goldwin  Smith  ;    "Recent  Phases  of  Judjeophobia." 

The  subject  of  the  above  sketch  has  no  authority  over  Reform 
Jews.  But  on  account  of  his  position  in  cou'^ervative  English 
Judaism,  it  was  th(jught  that  something  of  Chief  Rabbi  Adler's 
career  would  not  be  out  of  place  in  a  Souvenir  Programme 
published  in  connection  with  a  Rabbinical  Convention  held  in 
a  British  Colony.

INTERESTING   STATISTICS. 

There  are  in  the  United  States :  Jewish  Orthodox  cono^'e- 
gations  816,  and  Jewish  Reform  congregations  217  ;  of  the  fotiiu  r 
there  are  122  edifices,  seating  46,787,  and  wortli  $2,802,()o(), 
and  of  the  latter  tjiore  are  179  edifices,  seating  02,81)7,  and  of 
the  values  of  f6,{)o2,225.  But  while  the  synagogues  of  the 
former  seat  46,737,  the  members  of  the  congregation  number 
57,597,  and  while  the  temples  of  the  latter  seat  92,897,  the  men>- 
bers  thereof  are  78,899. 

The  Jews  in  the  United  States  built  their  fir.-'t  synagogue  in 
New  York  in  1650,  and  another  in  Newport,  R.  I.,  in  1658. 
According  to  the  Rev.  James  H.  Ross,  there  are  about  l.OOO.dOO 
Jews  in  that  country  now,  75,000  of  whom  are  in  New  Kngliind 
The  last  census  shows  that  there  are  57,000  Orthodox  and 
72,000  Reforined  members  of  the  Jewish  faith  in  the  United 
States,  the  heads  of  families  only  being  counted.  The  total 
congregations  runuber  588,  the  members  129,000 ;  the  value  of 
synagogue  propei'ty,  9,754,000.  Counting  five  members  in  each 
family,  this  would  give  a  total  Jewish  population  in  the  United 
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States  645,000.  Dr.  Robert  Baird,  in  1848,  estimated  that  the 
were  about  50,000  Jews  in  America.  In  the  Dominion  of  Canai 
we  have  from  20  to  25  thou.sand  Jews,  9,000  of  whom  live 
Montreal  aud  comprising  8  congregations.  In  Toronto  are 
synagogues ;  Victoria,  B.  C,  Vancouver,  B.C.,  Winnipeg,  Mm 
Halifax  and  Ottawa  also  have  congregations.  There  are  variot 
societies  which  meet  for  divine  service  in  halls  suitably  fit^ 
up.
